In  presenting  oui*  Annual  report  to  the  taxpayer;;  and  voters  of 
rainier,  our  aim  lias  been  to  make  all  as  plain  as  possible  by  iteni- 
i/ing  all  accounts,  timt  {ill  interested  may  sec  Avjierc  all  money  has 
been  expended. 

BRIDGES. 

Tliere  lias  been  a  large  outlay  on  bridges  within  the  year,  all  of 
which  seemed  to  be  strictly  necessary.  The  Blanchardvillc  bridge 
needed,  and  received  a  thorough  repairing.  The  long  bridge  jit 
Thorndikc,  and  others  have  been  newly  planked,  and  two  new- 
bridges  have  been  built  across  the  canal  at  Thorndike — one  from  its 
foundation — both  are  built  in  a  strong  and  substantial  mannei',  and 
of  the  best  wood  material.  We  consider  our  bridges  in  very  good 
repair  with  the  excerption  of  the  long  wood  bridge  at  Three  Rivers, 
which  sufllered  considerable  damage  during  the  great  freshet  in  Feb- 
ruary. The  bridge  near  Mr.  Jerry  Button's  may  need  some  at- 
tention the  coming  year.  Also  the  Rogers  bridge  at  West  Brim- 
lield.  The  highways  of  our  town  we  consider  as  in  good  condition, 
considering  the  several  bad  wash-outs  during  the  year.  Tliere  has 
been  considerable  improvement  and  road  hardening  through  the 
past  year.

REPORT 

or  TIIK 

Several  Committees. 


One  of  tlie  duties  to  be  performed  by  the  School  Committee  is  to 
present  to  the  town,  in  a  printed  report,  a  statement  of  the  condition 
of  the  schools;  their  progress  during  the  year,  and  any  hindrances 
Avhich  may  have  prevented  their  reaching  that  high  standard  which 
some  might  anticipate. 

The  snpervision  has  been  in  charge  of  the  Committee  as  a  whole, 
and  they  have  made  it  their  most  important  duty  at  regular  meet- 
ings to  devise  a  ])lan  by  which  a  uniformity  of  excellence  might  be 
attained. 

The  methods  of  instruction  pursued  by  the  diti'erent  teachers  are 
far  from  being  uniform,  and  the  success  of  the  teachers  has  varied 
accordingly;  still,  in  some  cases  equally  good  results  have  been 
brought  about  by  different  methods.  A  few  changes  have  been 
made  in  some  schools  the  past  year,  some  teachers  desiring  other 
fields  of  labor,  and  some  having  been  found  wanting  in  instructix  c 
ability,  and  in  those  essentials  necessary  to  interest  their  pupils. 

Schools  that  contain  scholars  that  arc  vicious,  hard  to  be  con- 
trolled, the  wayward  to  l)e  restrained,  and  the  indifferent  and 
sluggish  to  be  encouraged,  need  a  teacher  who  is  mild,  yet  firm, 
prudent,  not  rash  ;  capable  of  imparting  enthusiasm  without  becom- 
ing boisterous  ;  for  personal  character  is  more  efficient  than 
force  in  controlling  the  young.  Good  behavior  is  one  of  the 
l)raneli.(es  which  should  be  taught  in  the  public  schools  ;  this  brand i 
must  be  taught  by  precept  and  example  :  "for  he  who  would  train 
up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go,  must  go  in  the  way  he  would 
train  up  a  child." 


PriDiary  Si'liools  are  first  to  call  the  attention  of  tlie  Committee  to 
seeiire  teachers  tliat  are  suitable  to  train  and  instruct  in  that  depart- 
nient.  In  the  j^ast  it  lias  been  a  common  I'cmai'k  that  any  one  couhl 
teach  a  primary  scliool ;  but  we  tiiink  the  pai'cnts  now  endorse  the 
opinion  of  the  committee  in  selectini*'  tlie  l)est  toaclicrs  that  can  be 
obtained  for  the  primary  and  intermediate  jirades.  The  first 
])rimary  schools  in  some  villa<^'es  are  made  up  largely  of  the  foreign 
element,  and  many  of  the  French  children  are  unacquainted  Avith 
tlie  language  here  used,  and  it  re(|uii-('s  patience  and  much  time  before 
good  results  can  be  attained. 

Charts  are  used  by  some  teacliers  with  good  advantage  in  word 
making  and  learning  to  read,  l)ut  we  are  inclined  to  l>elicve  many 
times  that  tlu^y  are  i-elied  u})on  mo]-e  foi-  the  convenience  of  the 
teacher  than  for  the  l)enefit  of  the  scli<jlar.  For  it  is  necessary  that 
])upils  should  be  ti'ained  in  ])honetic  sj)elling  in  oui-  lower  grades,  or 
they  will  not  be  prepared  for  arbitrary  spelling  in  our  grammar  de- 
partment. Oral  instruction  in  geography  and  grammar  by  topics 
has  l)een  practiced  with  good  success  ;  this  course  has  been  adopted 
in  a.  measure  to  sup])ly  the  want  of  a  suitable  text-book  in  geographv. 

It  seems  absui'd  and  nnproiitable  to  burden  a  child's  mind  with 
dry  technical  descriptions  of  foreign  countries,  of  longitudes  aiid 
latitudes,  and  the  dull,  tabular  statements  of  areas  and  populations, 
which  serve  but  to  disgust  the  mind,  while  the  be;iuty  and  im])ortance 
of  the  science  are  disregarded.  ^Ve  hope  the  time  will  soon  come 
when  some  of  our  book  makers  will  furnish  us  with  a  text-l)0(dv  on 
geography  that  will  meet  the  wants  of  the  scholar. 

Grammar  Schools.  In  this  department  both  study  and  discipline 
assume  a  new  aspect  ;  here  there  is  a  demand  for  moi'e  rigid  disci- 
plinary methods.  If  a  scholar  has  a  tendency  toward  mischief  it  is 
quite  sure  to  manifest  itself  when  he  gets  ijito  this  department,  lience 
the  double  task  of  teaching  and  govei-ning.  Notwithstanding  the 
amount  of  labor,  the  teachers  in  this  department  have  done  their 
work  so  well  that  they  have  a  claim  on  the  gratitude  of  the  parents 
which  cannot  be  measured  simply  by  salary. 

AVhile  the  character  of  the  work  carried  on  in  all  tlic  «lepartment< 
has  in  most  cases  met  with  the  general  approval  of  the  c<»mmittee. 
and  while  the  idea  has  been  constantly  lield  in  view  tliat  the  schools 
are  maintained  for  the  benetit  of  the  scholars  rather  than  for  the 
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pot'imiary  bcnclit  ol'  the  toacliers,  still  the  comniittee  art;  coiupclleil 
to  say  that  thoy  have  at  times  observed  a  disposition  on  the  part  of 
some  teacliers  to  do  the  work  expected  of  them  in  a  careless  and 
perfunctory  manner  ;  they  have  also  observed  on  the  part  of  some  a 
tendency  to  confine  themselves  too  rigidly  to  the  text  book,  a  system 
which  invariably  degenerates  into  machine  work,  and  lowers  the 
intellectual  status  of  the  pupil.  Beyond  a  doubt  this  has  been  done 
in  some  cases  without  the  teacher  comprehending  the  evil  of  the 
system,  and  in  other  cases  to  save  the  teacher  extra  trouble  and 
effort .  Jn  either  case  all  such  teachers  are  inifitted  for  the  great 
trust  conlided  to  them,  and  have  classified  themselves  as  teachers  of 
limited  culture. 

The  High  School  presents  a  most  pleasing  contrast  to  these 
vicious  methods.  The  work  done  in  this  school  has  been  eminently 
satisfactory.  The  principal  and  assistant  are  each  earnest  workers, 
conscientious  as  to  what  they  teach,  enthusiastic  in  their  manner  of 
teaching,  thorough  in  the  minute  details,  coming  carefully  prepared 
to  their  daily  work,  and  avoiding  on  the  one  hand  the  cast  iron  rig- 
idities of  the  text  book,  and  on  the  other  the  vague  and  elusive 
generalities  of  strictly  oral  teaching,  for  success  in  teaching  con- 
sists in  developing  and  utilizing  brain  power,  rather  than  storing  the 
mind  w-ith  facts  which  may  be  found  useful  in  after  life." 

We  congratulate  the  town  on  possessing  such  a  school,  and  we 
urge  its  inhabitants  to  cooperate  in  every  way  to  increase  its 
usefulness. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  reiterate  reports  of  previous  committees 
concerning  the  importance  of  making  suitable  provisions  for  the 
high  school ;  larger  and  better  accommodations,  to  meet  the  need  of 
its  increasing  numbers,  have  become  a  matter  of  necessity.  The 
(piestion  arises  in  the  mind  of  every  one  interested  in  this  depart- 
ment, Avhat  can  be  done  for  the  best  good  of  the  school  and  be  just 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  different  localities? 

The  work  of  attending  to  the  w^ints  of  this  liigher  grade  of  school 
would  have  been  met  before  this  time  if  the  town  could  have  decided 
upon  a  satisfactory  location. 

A  special  committee  was  chosen  last  year  for  this  purpose,  but  on 
consulting  the  interest  of  the  people  no  location  could  be  found  which 
would  satisfy  the  inhabitants  of  the  four  large  villages.    The  report 
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was  accepted,  but  no  plan  was  ado})te(l.  The  siiccosrf  and  prosperity 
of  the  school  at  the  present  time  demand  our  most  earnest  efforts  to 
secure  better  accommodation,  for  tlie  building  where  the  school  is 
now  held  is  too  small  to  accommodate  tlie  large  number  of  scholars. 
If  it  is  maintained  in  its  present  locality  it  is  necessary  that  a  suita- 
ble building  bo  erected  for  that  purpose  ;  and  to  do  so  would  cause 
the  town  to  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  a  large  number  wlio  live 
too  far  away  to  walk. 

Your  committee  are  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the  town  will  be 
obliged  to  adopt  this  plan  or  provide  another  school  at  a  more  con- 
venient location  for  other  parts  of  tlie  town.  The  latter  plan  would 
best  accommodate,  but  would  be  more  expensive. 

The  citizens  have  liberally  provided  suitable  buidings  for  primary 
and  grammar  schools  throughout  the  town,  and  most  of  them  are  in 
good  repair.  The  one  at  the  lower  village  at  Thorndike  has  done 
good  service  for  forty  years,  and  witli  few  repairs.  This  building 
calls  for  needed  repairs  this  year. 

The  schools,  as  usual,  have  continued  nine  months,  the  High 
School  ten,  and  if  they  have  not  accomplished  all  that  is  desirable, 
we  can  assure  the  citizens  that  they  are  gradually  improving  and  are 
in  the  hands  of  able  and  eflicient  teachers. 

The  committee  have  endeavored  to  expend  tlie  money  of  the  town 
judiciously  and  economically,  and  submit  the  folloAving  financial 
statement ,
